Volcano. 

I'ort Do Kraiiw, Mui-lininue. May' 2S. 
—Pro;. Kolit. T. Hill, U. S. governmout 
i'L'olouist and hcail o£ the expedition sent 
to Martiiiiciiic by the National Qeo- 
jjriipbical society, who left Tort Do 
'France Monday on horseback for the vol- 
cano, returned hero this morninK. He 
■was completely -worn out by his trip. 
Prof. Hill recites an interesting .'^tory of 
]iis exauiLnation of the district, tlirouiih 
ivliicli lie passed. He left Port Do 
■Franco iit 1 o'clock Monday uftornoon.

Tuesday nifjlit 
be K[(0iil at the latter iilace. l'"'roin this 
point bo arrived at It o'clock this 
luoruiu;,'. Prof. Hill heard the exp'o- 
sion this inorniii;,' while on his way into 
Port de Franco, and says a cloud of 
.black smoke at a great height was drift- 
ing slowly to tlio southeast. Speaking 
personally of bis expediti(th to Mount 
iPclce, Frof. Hill said: "My at tempt to 
cN-aiiiiiie the crater of Mount I'eleo has 
been futile. I succeeded, however, in 
getting very close to Morno Kouge. At 
7 o'eloclv Moudaji night I witnessed from 
a i>onit near the ruins of St. Pierre a 
frightful explosion from Mount Polce, 
nnd noted the accompanying phenomena. 
Wliile these eruptions continued, no sane 
'man should attempt an ascent of the 
<rnter of the volcano. Following the 
enlvos of detonations from tlie moinitaiu. 
gigantic mushroom shaped columns of 
smoke and cinders ascended into the 
clear, starlit sky, and then spread iu a 
vast black sheet to the south and direct- 
ly over my bead. Through this sheet, 
which extended a distance ot 10 iniies 
from tbo crater, vivid and awful light- 
hiug Hashed with alarming freijuency. 
'riiey followed distinct paths of ignition, 
but v.-cre difl'erent from lightning, in that 
the bolts were horizontal and not per- 
pendicular. This is indisputable evi- 
(icnce of the; explosion by oxidation of 
the gases after they left the crater. 

"This is the most important observa- 
lion, and cxphiins in part the awful 
cataftropbc. This prenomeim is entirely 
row '11 volcanic history. 

"Nearly all the phenomena of this yi' 
caiiic outbreak are new to science, and 
many of them have not yet been exiibii.;- 
f I. The volcano is still intensely active, 
and I cannot make any predictions as 'o 
what it will do "

There he built hiiiisidf a cabin. He 
lived mu(di liy liiiiiself. His comin'-'.^ 
and giungs were uuuoticed. (iriuUially 
he adileil more buildings to his cabins. 
He cruised from time to time about the 
upper 'Sound and among the islands in a 
small s(diooner. He made a living in 
some of the mysterious ways by which 
moil get tribute from the waters. He 
still kei>t to the island. 

Time went on. Smuggling again be- 
came freipient. Opium was .brought 
over the border from tlu! Victoria factor- 
ies iu small craft. The snuii.'-i.'-leiw kei>t 
close lo the shore line and saili^d for 
the most part at night. They landed in 
tile da.y, and bid their eimtralniud tins 
ill the Wdiiils while they slept in their in- 
nocent looking lishing sloops. 

Opium caches were freiiueiit on tlie up- 
per end ot W'hidby Island. Once a taiui- 
er on the north end ot that islaii'i found 
a lot of small tins behind a He was 
ignorant of opium. Ale opened toe tins 
and .saw a sticky brown substance. It 
smcUod sweet, illo thought it paint. He 
was about to paint bis house. He thiii- 
jied bis lind out with oil and painted 
his hoiicie with it. When a rain washed 
it off he was mystilied. Wlieii he learn- 
ed that he had wasted .ill, 500 worth of 
opium on his cottage, he was furious. 

L»ttcu ill the night men at Coupeville 
saw sign-:! lights. One of those would 
Hash from the darkness on the shore of 
Caiiniiio itjhind. .V few momenta later, 
from the blackness to the southward 
would flash another. Then the people 
of the village knew that some little crart, 
which had been iyiiig-to in .the shadows, 
was now stealing forth at this signal to' 
inirsiie her way to Seattle. 

It came to be a time ot dealing' in 
liv.iiian llcsb. Chinese were packed in 
slooiiri and ferried across the lH>rder, 
landed near Seattle, and heavy toll col- 
lected by the boatmen. 

-Vl the same time Ihe lisli trap and 
the Sound pirates began operations. ,\1- 
fred ll.'iwkins, alias Hamilton, who re- 
cently ended his career on the gallows, 
was one of these men. He, it is claimed. 
luurdercHl a fisherman ■named Jackson, 
who was sliot in b's '-oat near Ure's 
islaiKl. The notorious l''ergiison, alias 
.the "'Flying Dutchman," who from a 
nook in the rocks near this island held 
ollleers at bay until they got reiutorce- 
meiits, \\as another. These men did 
I'veiything I'roni stealing boom chains off 
logs to sawing through floors nnd looting 
large warehouses. 

During ih(! time they wei'e |>lyihg iheir 
trallic 1)11 the waters, strange stories leak- 
ed (uit coiiceriiiiig lire's isl. mil. Men said 
that boats crept there in the night time 
and lay in the litUe cove tor days, only 
to «teal forth again in the darkness. 
Stories of wild orgies on stolen wliiski'y 
and of shouts and screams from the is- 
land were circulated. It finallv came to 
be a matter of report that the island 
was ,'1 resort ot smugglers, and that itri 
owner, for a iMjrtion of their gains har- 
bored the lawbreakers until they had an 
opportunity lo steal out and dispose of 
lluir wares. 'J'be ant liorities heard the 
sttiry and they wateliiMl the ])lai'e. 

'I'lial was several moiithn ago. Sheriff; 
Weedin has been watching it all this 
time. It was only last weid; that ho 
and bis deinity, itouald li<'ese, rowed 
over to the island aiul arrested the old 
mnu. They found 2,0()0 cigars and sev- 
eral bottles of whiskey, all of tbe same 
brand as those .stolen recently by water 
pirates from the saloon of E<lward Rolf- 
son at Utsaladdy. Ure himself, a(^^ord- 
ing to the authorities, aclniowledged that 
he knew Ferguson, .lamison, Bergiis. 
Haiiiilloii and other noted pirat(Vi and 
smugglers, lie said that these imui iiud 
beachcombers had vonw. to bis place. 
■He admitted he had given them lodging 
lliiough fear— tor they -wero, he knew, 
violent men. He said that, when the 
stolen whiskey and cigars 'were brought 
lo 'bis island in the night tniiio, a de- 
ibauch followed and the nicn drank until 
they wer(> so stnpified they could aiot go 
to tlK^ir honic;. lie was willing at lil-st 
to i)lead guilty, but later decided to 
rhange his plea to not guilty of lh(! 
charge of receiving .stolen [iroperty. His 
trioucls maintain he is iunociMit.

Peter Steele, proprietor of iStenle's sa- 
loon on Bastion street, died last night 
nt .Ills ..residence on .

The 'deceased' hfld been ailing for some 
time n'hd his demise has "been expected 
for some day.s. Peter Steele came to 
Victoria in l,S(i,3, and engaged in the 
sal(^)!i business, in which he continued 
until tho time of his <loatb. His saloons 
were always popular resorts with the 
business men of the city, and in his 
present promise.^ be aeoninulated quite 
a tortuue. ivhicli bo invented in realty 
iu the city. Ho came to 'Victoria from 
-Montreal, near which city lie was born. 
A widow and one son survive him. 

Tlie dcceafiod was deservodl.v popular 
aiuoiig the old-timers of the city, none 
of "wlioiii when inneed,.hnd to npk twice 
froui him for nssistance>SThe charitable 
institutions of the city" were also "fro- 
ouenliy beucfitod by bis chnxity. The 
funeral ."rra'ngements have not yet been 
announced. . ■• 



Mr. Beimel Burleigh, Special corres- 
pondent of the Loiiiloii Daily Telegraph 
thus describes llie arrival ot th(! Boer 
leaders at KlerUsdorp : 

" On March !l. hearing the Boer lead- 
ers would arrive about eleven a.m., I 
strolled out a mile or more along the 
dusty road to to see their incoming. 
Tune is slack in South Africa, and of 
no iiarticuhir moment. It was far be- 
yond high, noon when nigh half a score of 
Cape carts and as many more saddle- 
horses took shape aud distinction out of 
a thick column of dust that came sweep- 
ing in with them. Half a company of 
Seaforth Highlanders had been told off 
to act as guard of lienor to tho Oraii 
Free Staters, and conduct them to 
private residence that bad been secured 
for them on the outskirts of tbe town, 
to tho North, near to the road by wbi(di 
they entered. First came two Boer 
\. D. tj'.'s. bearing a white Hag. These 
and the whole jiarty were met at the 
cutpost by the ollicer commanding— Col. 
Koclie, South Wales Borilerers— and sev 
eral other otileers. Thereafter, for 
stveral minnlcs. introductions and 
friendly liaiidshaking.s ensued. General 
Ibdarey was in the livst Cape cirt. with 
his little son, a sad-faced lad of nine or 
ton, who was dressed in khaki. D(daroy 
was dressed in hiiiuhle tweeds, with rid- 
ing-breeches and brown gaiters. He 
looked chirpy and smiled, bis face light- 
ing up. Most of tbo conversation was in 
English, though once or twice an inter- 
preter was used . in that and later 
instances. The general is 'not nearly so 
i/iU as bis photocs woldd suggest— a not 
infreiinent fault In photography. He is 
leggy and yet withal but 5 feet 10 inches, 
or thendiy. His longish beard now well 
streaked with gray seemed to hare been 
irinimed and ])i)inteil. Stc.rn and PeWet 
sal siiii! by side in the same cart."

But something ot th;it 
may have been due to the fact th;it he 
wore .-i [laioh over his right eye, whilst hi 
left aiipeared iiillanied. watery ami weidi 
We \vei'e lull! that there was nothing 
serious Ihe mailer willi his eyesight, that 
he had only caughl ii severe cold, result- 
ing in inllamiuatioii. Steyn wore a 
curious yellowish lilanket-ilaiuud suit. 
Ii'oiisers ineliiili'd-- a sugcest iv s.irt of 
veld cricket costniiie. The ex-presidtmt's 
iiioustaches were very long, drooiiing. 
tawny, and wavy; waxed and curled; lie 
might therein have rivalled " II Ke cal- 
aiituonio." His rallicr dnst-eolored beard 
was loose and IIo\ying. But the object 
of more Miimediato iittcniiou was the 
Orange Free State Comn)aiid.int-(;<'n- 
eral, theelusive, truculent Christian De- 
W<'t. Clad in blue pilot cloth suiting, 
with strngglthg dark board, keen, dark- 
eyed, bronz'.-d, and Hiddy withal : •! 
ehnnky. a {hb'k-set. well-fed, medium- 
sized, and riilher snturnine looking man, 
was ihi.s great Boer leader. Yet be cotdd 
enliven bis face with n smile at times, 
and, as with Delarcy, seemed (piile well 
pleased with himself, and as if iiiteiiiliii ; 
to enjoy lii.s visit. And in the ealv.il- 
cade were .■leeoinpanying Delarev. the no- 
torious Klerksiloi')) Dutch lire-eater, anti- 
British parson. Strachein, with Ferr- 
erira, tlie luilihiry seerel.'iry, and several 
aides-de-camp anil dispatch riders.

E.vperinicnt iu Farming nud "Municipal 
Government in Toronto. 

Prom Toronto Star. 
To Toronto's many eataWishraents of 



k-aruing another educational institution 
has luten added, and one of the most 
practical kiud. The conductor on the 
Broadview car that passes Strathcona 
.Hall about six) o'clock in tho morning 
has been lately plied with <iuestious by 
curious passengers as to what some fifty 
hoys are doing in a plot of ground about 
an acre in extent, feuced arouud with 
wire slats and divided by paths into a 
great number of. plots, like large flower 
■beds. 

" That's Strathcona Township," lie in- 
variably answers. " The iboys of tho 
Broadview 'Oluh have gone in for farm- 
ing." 

True enough, the ground has been laid 
out by concession lines and side ronds 
into 127 farms, and twice as many boys, 
two to each farm, are plying spade and 
rake iu every spare minute to linisli up 
.•.ceding. They farm after achool hours 
or wlieii work is linishod, and are plant- 
ing the whole field with lhe latest vari- 
eties of vegetables, llowors, corn, and po 
tatoes. 

'■ Il is a great method of teaching the 
boys how to do snmething iiseful," said 
-Mr. C. .1. Atkinson, Ihe prime mover in 
the eiiteriu'ise. 

'■ Besides the 27 farms there' are 10 
coiiiiuou iiliits of the size used at tho 
.Agricultural (lollcge, l^;iiel]ili, ■^vllero ex- 
periments are being carried on -\yith sc'cd 
supplied by lhe college. The work on 
the <-omiiioii plots is done by a stiitutc 
labor tji.v of four liours per boy.

If lion, uiem- 
bcrs could not agree with the liill in its 
present form, let them aineiul it to suit 
in committee 

Mr. .Martin did not agree "with the 
pi"ilicipl('s of t!u> bill. He looked upon it 
us ilaii'.:crous legislation, which would 
liermil irresponsible persons to go abroad 
killing cattle at their own discretion. 

Hon. Mr. Prentice said the proposed 
law -would be found unworkable in the 
cattle districts, 

Mr, Curtis supported the TjIH, arguing 
that tor one case of "n-rong -(vhich might 
occur under the law,* 50 cases ot good 
would accrue. For once he heartily 
agreed with the Hon. Mr. Bberts, as to 
the mnu.v cnses of cruelty inllicted upon 
animals by heartless owners. Ho sug- 
gested lliat anytliing "svhich might ap- 
pear oljioetionablo in tho bill migiit bo 
imt right in committoo. 

Mr. Itogers said the bill .should rceeivo 
tlio best consideration, of the House. Ho 
Ku.t -vvli iiu.;..oa liori-il>lo niises of cruelty 
in his district, where overwoiked ami dls"- 
1 a.sed liorsi's were often left on the road- 
side to die. lie thought the powers of 
the society should be enlarged. 

Mr. M(d'liillips rather surpriseil the 
House by making the oeeas.oii an uxciise 
for attac'liing Hon. Mr. Kliorts; arguing, 
liccanse .Mr. Martin was opposing tho 
bill, Jlr. Bberts would he comiielled to 
lollow suit. Ue dirt not agree with the 
lull in its present form, but thought it 
might be put in practicable shape in com- 
mittee.

STKEL KAILS. 
Mr. Garden moveil the second rending 
of his bill to I'^neourage the Manufacture 
of Steel Itails in 'Canada. He dwelt up- 
on the iiiiiiort;iiice of iron and steel man- 
ufacture and the exceiitionally favorable 
natural advantages iiosscssed by liritish 
Columbia as a lield for tho industry, her 
vast co;il measures ami immense de- 
posits of iron ore, situated as they wore 
on the sea eoiist. afl'ording the greatest 
fulvantages of any country in the "world. 
'I'lie Oouiiuiiin and Ontario governments 
had bouussed the production of iron ami 
steel and Hritish Colnnibia might profit- 
ably follow the example, but his bill oniy 
provided that railways receiving govern- 
lucui aid should lie compelled to uso iron 
anil steel of Canadian manufacture. (Ap- 
pbmse.) He felt confident tho bill -would 
commend itself to the fnvofiible consid- 
eration of the House. 
The second reading was adopted. 

MEDICAL ACT. 
Mr. fiilmour moved the second ."ea'1''ng 
of a bill to amend the Tilcdical Act. The 
bili is to pvcvi'ut c,iii(!idat;'s for otllce in 
the Medical society from acting iis regis- 
tr.-ir at the election. 

?ilr. (larileu sniiportcd the bill. 
.Mr. 1 rawthornthwaite moved the ad- 
journment of the debati'. 

MLXE SIGNAL CODES. 
Mr. (Jiu tis moved thr second reading of 
a bill to amend the Inspection of Melal- 
I'.ferous i.Miiies Act. which iirovides for 
the repeiil i,f the mine signal code ado])t- 
ed last year. Ho chiinied the code was 
too coniplicateil and was not workable. 
He did not believe it was in use in a sln- 
.ile mine in the province, the mine own- 
ers risking the penalties for iioii-coni- 
pliaiice with the law rather than he 
compelled to use it. He argued that 
mine owners were just as anxious to pro- 
tect the workmen from accident ;is the 
men themselves "were to avoid injury. 
Tile in'esent signal code was a hardship 
to mine owners, and it Avas the duty of 
:he guvornnieut to repeal it. 

Mr. McBride moved tho adjournment 
ot the debate.

to view the same in his presence, to be 
injured, disabled, diseased past recov(yry, 
or iiiili'i: for Jiny tisefnl purp'jse. Then- 
is also a provision for supiilying inpoiind- 
ed iinimals with necesiiiuy food. 

'Mr. Neill opposoil the iiill on tho 
ground that its provisions "were too geu- 
' oral. It would permit any three irre- 
sponsible persons to .seize and kill an ani- 
.mal at their own caprice. "Why," said 
Air. Neill, "some of our politicians w(ndd 
not bu s;ife under this bill." i l,aiigbter.) 

Mr. .\. W. Smith did not see the ne- 
cessity for tlie ameiiiliiient<; tln^ pri'seiit 
Jaw, iu his opinion, 'filled all the require- 
ments. 

Mr. Hayward thought the hill went too 
far. The society was doing good work, 
bat it ■woulil bo a iiiisl:ike to eiibirge its 
powers to too great an extent.

His bill gave adequate and 
leasouable iiroti'ctioii to the unions, while 
it dill not place them beyond roach of 
the l;i\v. 11" hoped the bill would coni- 
meiiil itself to the House. 

Mr. Curtis stroiigly opposed the bill, in- 
sisting that it did not go far I'liougli anil 
was iiracticallv useless as cumpiu'ed with 
bis bill. 

Mr. Ha wlhornthwnite was satisfied 
that the bill M"oiild be fiiirly dealt with 
by tlii^ II(Mise. He objected to section 1 
of I he' liill. and hail offereil an utuend- 
uieiit. which, ho w:is ba])py to say, bail 
met with the ajiiiroval of Mr. ilnrtin. He 
)iad submitted his iinieiiilmciit to the 
Trades and liabor ("ouiicil of Victoria, 
and it "was (luite satisfactory to th;it 
body.

about a year ago. H. W. Loll head of 
the I'. .S. se<a-el service for the North 
'Western States and Mre. Loll together 
with her daughter, Mrs. l{»bt.iOulbcrson, 
wife ot a prominent -Seattle lawyer and 
a hrother of Senator Culberson, of Tex- 
as, who was formerly iGlovernor of that 
'Lone Star State. 

Capt. Be!!, who about 18 months ago 
was transferred from Texas to his pres- 
ent iKwition, is an old Confedorato sol- 
dier, who first met his present traveling 
eomiianion down at New Hojio church in 
Sherman'.': I'limous '(Jeorgia campingn.

Practical Demonstrations of 
Butter Making and Fruit 
Packing For Farmers. 



Spc:iking w-ith a representative of the 
Colonist last night, Siipt. (.!. C. Creel- 
iiKiii, the provincial otiicial in Ontario, 
wliose services are largely dc'Voleil to 
the fall fairs, said that a great change 
had ri'ceiuly come over thiK-e well known 
old iiistitulioiis. I'm- many years they 
liad lieen dwiiidliiig down lo mei-o horse 
racing meetiugs, at which the fast horse 
people entered some old ringer and 
taught the farmer that his horse was not 
so fast after all. This sort of thing was 
thought to ho moi'c intorostiug than a 
cow, Imt tho people had too much of it, 
and so t'lio fairs HUfTered. Now, how- 
ever, they seem to have imbuod new 
life, and the fast hoi-se being relegated 
to the shed, are doing excellent work of 
an educational <^oit. One of those fea- 
tures is the hiitter-making contest in 
which before the crowd the farmer's 
.sons and daughters follow out the whole 
process from Oio milking of the cows to 
the making and moulding of the golden 
pats of fresh butter. Practical demon- 
stration lis alt;f> made of the proper grad- 
ing, and packing bf fruit, 'while in the 
live stock departments expert judges are 
furnished by tho govcrnmoiit to all fairs 
asking for theni, . . 

This system nrsc trioii last year, iwas 
found to give eniiaeiit tiatisfaet^iou, tho 
iniblic judging and giving of reasons up- 
on the many points to -bo consi<lerodj iu 
deciding the e.vcelleiice of an auiinul al- 
ways drawing large crowds to the pad- 
dock, where this work was carried on. 
In furtherance of this idea, too, a school 
for judges was held Jsst New; Year's at 
the big Gnelph farm, at which eome 250 
farmer."!, hotli'old and young, gathered, 
and the worh done there''is' already elbow- 
ing much fruit in tho improved selec- 
tions of the stock on their own farms 
and neighborhood.
